'Tis the season for shelters full of 
feltnes looking for foster homes

Laura Anseth already cares for two children and several 
pets, but this month she decided to become a foster moth- 
er to two sickly litters of newborn kittens. 

Just like human infants, baby cats require warmth, affec- 
tion and frequent feeding during a crucial stage of their lives. 

The need for committed caretakers like Anseth is espe- 
cially urgent from spring to fall, known in the animal shel- 
ter world as “kitten season.” Cats tend to breed in warm 
weather, which means local animal control facilities and 
shelters get flooded with litters, sometimes accompanied 
by their moms but very often orphaned. 

Newborns can’t stay in the shelters; their undeveloped 
immune systems make them susceptible to diseases car- 
ried by other animals. Yet if they are not properly cared 
for, young kittens can easily die before they are old enough 
to be adopted. The tiniest ones require constant warming, 
frequent bottle or syringe feedings and assistance in def- 
ecating. 

And while kittens are some of the easiest animals for the 
public to fall in love with, they are also some of the most

Chicago pimp arrested 
in nationai FBi sting

The FBI arrested 150 people across the coun- 
try, including one in Chicago, for holding chil- 
dren against their will for prostitution during 
a three-day weekend sweep that officials on 
Monday called the largest-ever operation of 
its kind. 

The suspects were arrested in 76 cities and 
are expected to face state and federal charges 
related to sex crimes and human trafficking, 
FBI and U.S. Justice Department officials said 
at a news conference. 

Eighteen pimps were arrested in Detroit, 
17 in San Francisco and 13 in Oklahoma City 
according to the FBI. One pimp was arrested 
in the Chicago area, according to the release. 

FBI agents and local police recovered 105 
children, including two in Chicago, during 
the operation at truck stops, motels, casinos 
and other places where they were held against 


their will for prostitution, officials said. 
Twelve children were recovered in San Fran- 
cisco and 10 each in Detroit and Milwaukee, 
according to the FBI. 

The person arrested in the investigation in 
the Chicago area was hit with local charges, 
so Chicago FBI spokeswoman Dana McNeal 
said she had no details on the person’s arrest, 
including in which jurisdiction the person was 
charged. 

According to the FBI, among the agencies 
involved in the Chicago FBI’s work in the 
operation were the Cook County Sheriff’s 
Police, Chicago Police Department, the U.S. 
attorney’s office, Amtrak Police, the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office, the Win- 
nebago County Sheriff’s Police, and police 
in Alsip, Arlington Heights, Aurora, Bedford 
Park, Elgin, Elk Grove Village, Lansing and 
Rockford.

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Spring awakening 


Selena Gomez carries 
sexy vibe to new album

Followers of celebrity gossip have seen a lot 
of Selena Gomez’s driveway in the past few 
months. 

Located off a 
winding residential 
street in Tarzana, 
Calif, it’s where 
paparazzi have 
snapped countless 
pictures of the for- 
mer Disney star and 
where her on-again/ 
off-again boyfriend, 
Justin Bieber, was 
photographed one night after a reported ar- 
gument between the two tween idols at a res- 
taurant. 

None of this action was evident on a recent 
afternoon in Gomez’s tranquil backyard. Sip- 
ping a Coke while seated on a patio overlook- 
ing a pool and tennis court, the 21-year-old 
singer-actress exuded a sense of deep calm (or 
perhaps deep boredom) as she discussed her 
new album. 

^t behind her studied half-smile, Gomez 
seemed aware that the tabloid frenzy— and 
the fixation on her love life— is one sign that 
things are going right. 

“{‘Stars Dance’} is a lot different than any 
of the records I’ve put out before,” she said of 
her fourth studio album, which shot to No. i 
on iTunes when it was released July 23. “This 


transition that I’m going through has been re- 
ally awkward and cool, and I’ve learned a lot 
about myself” 

More importantly, though, the album comes 
in the wake of her appearance earlier this year 
in “Spring Breakers,” the violent, sex-drenched 
crime drama in which Gomez played one of 
four girls on a wild rampage through South 
Florida’s neon-colored landscape. 

That new adult vibe carries over to the 
suggestive lyrics and the harsh electronic 
textures of “Stars Dance,” which Gomez said 
had been influenced by Skrillex’s work on 
the “Spring Breakers” score. “I just loved his 
beats,” she said. “When you watch ‘Spring 
Breakers’ you can physically feel the music in 
the party scenes.” 

Gomez described her version of the 
sound— heard in tunes like the fuzzed-out 
“Birthday” and the album’s throbbing hit sin- 
gle, “Come & Get It”— as “baby dubstep” but 
admitted it might surprise fans accustomed to 
the gentler feel of her previous albums. 

Mio Vukovic, head of A&R at Gomez’s 
label Hollywood Records, said his goal for 
“Stars Dance” was simple: “I only cared about 
whether she could compete with the artists 
she loves: Rihanna, Pink, Taylor Swift.” 

The move from playing a fictional charac- 
ter to doing mainstream pop traditionally re- 
quires a lowering of that guard (or at least the 
illusion of its lowering). 

“It’s in the back of my mind when I record 
any song,” Gomez said, adding that “Stars 
Dance” is to some degree “about me stepping 
out of my shell a little bit more.”
